M a n y a woman who sees toothpaste as a 
simple necessity—and wouldn't t h t n k of 
paying 510 a tube for it—will scrimp every 
nickel and dime she c an to am ass $10 or $15 
for a face cream of m agic ingredient ad ­ 
vertised as the key to perpetual youth.

SPRINGFIELD 
Ohio (AP) - 
That “once in a Blue Moon” time 
is here again 
Next Wednesday there will be 
a “ Blue Moon ” 
Dr. Lloyd R 
Wylie, Wittenberg 
College astronomer, explains that 
“ Blue 
Moons" 
actually 
o ccu r' 
seven times every 19 years and 
is a term applying to the second 
full moon that occurs within one 
calendar month 
Because it is a 
comparative rarity, the second full 
moor, in the month became known 
rn olden days as an omen of bad 
luck, hence the term “ Blue Moon ” J 
, Dr Wylie assures us, however, 
that the moon does not actually be­ 
come blue 
It retains its reddish 
hue caused by th# scattering of 
red colors m reflected sunlight. 
A “ Blue Moon” comes on the 
30th or 31st day of a month, Dr. 
Wylie says, because the interval 
between full moons is 294 day*. 
lf th# moon is full on the first day 
of a 30-day month, it becomes full 
again before midnight on the 30th. 
And if the moon is full before noon 
on the second day of a 31-day 
month, it will he full again before 
noon on the 31st. 
The last "Blue Moon” occurred 
Oc< 31, 1955. Dr. Wylie said after 
next Wednesday, ther# won’t bt 
another until April 30, 1961.
